The Beleaguered City, ? 

Paris is basiegod 1 That marvelous 
Beat of fashion, beauty, learning, that 
miglily 80'^^ of ''"'^ acienoes, 

that great conlro of political influence, 
power, intriguo, from whiob Fraoce ha« 
be«n governed and Europe kept in awe 
•nd nnder arms, is now Burrounded bj 
Bii invading army 1 What human mind 
can adequately realize or fully grasp 
the import of the aBtounding announce, 
ment ? "Two millions of human beings 
■liat up within tha ^Tall3 of a liDgio 
city, and all moans oi comrauuioation 
and' supply col off. And not only shui 
in, but bombarded I The situation is 
one from the contemplation of which 
tba mind mny well ho supposed to turn 
awny with n sort of loathing stupor. 
Is this the higher civiliEition of which 
men havo boou bo long boaaiinR 1 li 
this the triumph of Christianity 7 Can 
Pru'<Bia take Paris ? Paris taken, what 
-will they do with it ? A glance at the 
history of the prpsent war woold load 
on-^ to hesitate about potting almost 
any limit to Tru-sian prowOBC. No 
douht Franco has still onormous laloni 
power; and there ttra sllll th08« who clint' 
to iho belief that.wi'h an invading army 
under the walls of Parii, every Fronch- 
man will spring to arms and either an- 
nihilate or drive back the foe. Uni 
■thoBo wlio entoriain this liew doubtless 
overlook the piobable f&ot that there la 
a secret alliance between Prnsaia. Aus- 
tria and JinHBia, and that the defeat of 
the Prussian army would be tHe signal 
for a'olivo aid rn iho part of Austria and 
Russia. That Puria is a moMt formida- 
ble military po.-iiion goes without talk- 
ing. I'et as lake a hosty look at this 
capital of modern fashion, art and let- 
ters, beneath whose walls Prtssian hel- 
Biots glij,ter, and . upon which the anx- 
ious guze of the world is now concen- 
trated in one intense, painful focus- 
, Before the opening of the Cbrialian era 
and before Ca3iur coriquered Gaul, Paris 
wus a smiill fortified town, ocoopying 
only the little island in the Seins which 
is now a mere dot in the heart of the 
great modern metropolis. Its first in- 
habitants wore a fierce tribe of Celts, the 
PariKii, holding to the Druidio faith. 
They burned tho town to prevent iiH 
filling into the hauds ol the Romans, 55 
years before Christ. Such is the an- 
tiquity of Paris. At various periods 
since that early day, and in every stage 
oi its oohstaut growth, Paris has been 
exposed to assaalt and capture. Eo- 
maining under l>oman rule until the 
fall of the Bmpire.it. was often the 
headquarters of tho Emperora. Julian 
liked it an-1 made it a ciiy ip the fourth 
century. In 465 it was stormed by 
the Frankp, under Childoric, and before 
that had narrowly escaped dotlruction 
at tho bands of Allila. Later in the 
same century it was taken by Clovis, 
the founder of the first ChriKtiaa French 
Kit gdom, From tiiis time on it made 
rapid progrfss in politioal and oirie im- 
portance, until 885, when h became tho 
oapi'lftl of France under Hugh Capet, 
the founder ol a long lino of uionarchs 
whoso living descendants are the Bour* 
bon Princes, and whoaa direct heir 
is tho present Cmnt of Paris, Louis 
Pbillippe'H graiid-on, and, in all human 
probability, now about to occupy his 
rightful position. During the ninth ecu- 
turj the Normans frequently attacked 
Paris. It Was lukou by the English 
under Shakospeare'-J ' Prmce Hal,' luen 
Henry V, ui ihu fifteenth ccuiury, after 
a teriible wiege accompanied by famine, 
plagoe and insurreoiion. Henry march- 
ed -into the city with much parade, ond 
was proclaimed King of Franco and 
Euglai.d. Paris at that period con- 
tained oOO,000 inhabitants, und iiicluded 
an area of 1,084 acrod wiihin its walls. 
It was not again taken by an oiicmy till 
1814. and then only after its powers of 
reslBtanco had bdew weakened by the 
constant warfare of nearly 2i year?. 
The allied armies were galianily roMet- 
ed by ilio garrison, supported by tho 
Na'ionul Guard and the students of the 
Polytechnic and Veterinary Schools, 
until the bopoles-'ness ot the contest be- 
. came apparent and the city capitulated. 
Paris, always the centre and mainspring 
of revoluiiou, ^ ueceBsively dethroned 
LouiH XV 111, Charles X and Loriis 
Phillippe, d(ii:liired the Republic uf 18-lS, 
and has just dethroned Napoleon Hi 
and declared,,ibek,JBspj»hliQ! 9* 1870. 
Under the nnforlnnaie Louis I VI, 
Paris bad enlarged its area, within ex- 
tended walls, to 8124 acroa, and con- 
tained a population of about 700 OOO. 
But the mufil extensivu nii'J splendid 
ImiirnvemoniB of Parit* havo been made 
by Louis ^'apoleoll, who inherited and 
expanded the designs of his nnole and 
of Loois Phillippe. Under his direction 
a stupendous plan of pnblio woiks has 
been carried out. In a word, he has 
made Paris at once tho most cleanly, 
convenitnt and handsomo city in the 
world; and thus its material improve- 
ment l.:is kept laco'with the Strides 
of flcicnco an.l litiTnturo «hich have m»de it 
the uniniksl cci.tro ol i. lluence in Lurop;-, 
wilb a populatioa roundly tauraatod at two 
niiUioDB. The city llmiu were. extend«d to 
the fonificaiiohs io i860,"lucbrpor«tm« the 
inburban towns and tillufteg grouped oulsido 
tbo whIIh ol Luiiia tiixuieiiili'd litne. lha 
arnii wiiliin thusc limits ia now 18,315 acres, 
tbrouKh which ouiTes tho rivar Seine, kept 
within bouoda by a sulid alone embankment 
and crossed by Dumeious «uperb brldj{eii. 
The city standi on a nearly level plain, 
v»hioh i» only 190 feet above the sob level, 
and ii broken only on the right bank of the 
n»er by a range ol hills. 'I'bo foriifioaiiona 
r< P«ria ol to day were mainly oouitruoted

the inttigation sod direotion of M Thiers, 
who would elmORt appear to have foreaeea 
the presenl etroggle.. It;^ w«i doubtless in 
remembraooe of this foot that the Empress 
Rugenie lately tooBted M. Thiers, who has 
just been added, Bgainst liis wieb, to the 
Oomnjiitee of Uelonoe, ai « reoognitioo of 
hii energy and skill. The fortifications oon- 
sist of a bBStiooed and torraead wall, whioh 
BversKsi near'V feet in height, sorroundad 
by a ditch oeRrlj 20 Icet deep and from 50 
to 60 leet wide, tho sloping bank ot esosrpi 
meot of whioh is faced with masjory for 34 
liiot against tbe wall. The w.Ul and ditsh 
form au irregular circle about the oity, near^ 
ly 22 miles long. Tho wall prasonts 94 
■ogular fronts, and has 63 entreDces. The 
•ystem of defence ie completed by 17 de- 
tached cngalar fronts on tba outside, eaob in 
iiiielf a powerfol fortrtsi, and all pteeentioR 
83 fronte, defending the ipproaches in every 
direction, and oonnaoted by a serias o( atra- 
tegicttl roads.

Tbe dsfonoes are goriiionad with 280.000 
troopt, who are being oonstaolly reinforced 
by reoiuits from tbe oonntry, eupporled by 
volunteers from the resident pppalstioa, in- 
cluding a large number of i»orklne>Den who 
bavo closed their ehops »nd laid aside their 
looU to aniit in the delenee of tho Capital, 
It ia undeniable that Paris was never «o well 
prepared for defence as now ; but it mny be 
accepted as equally true that never was sueb 
an enemy beneath her walls. II lbs walls 
and forts have been made more formidable, 
and have been armed with Iho most powerful 
and deadly weapons known modern 
soieooB, it must be remembered that the 
enemy, too, bas net been alow to avail him- 
aslf ol ail tho moat powerful and approved 
»ppliancB8 0l modern wiirftre ; and not only 
will tboi* be brought to bear with fatal effect 
upon the beUagnorsd city, bat the even 
more powerful sod deadly weapon paminc 
will doubiloBJ be called into requisition by 
Iho bealegiog array. Surrounded by a cor- 
don aaniiaire, Farie must capitulate Boontr 
or later, onk'Bi ft (oroa el sulfioient streogih 
uan be brought to bear upon the rear ol the 
besieging army. If our sornaise regarding 
tho position of Austria and Kuesia ba oorrcci, 
thai oan never take place. Uul, even wilti- 
out foioij{0 aid, nine hundred tbousand well 
appointsd troops— tbe nnmborweare told are 
to ba thrown around Fails— strengthened by 
a proportionately larRO oavalry (orce, can ia 
a deal of fighting in the rear.wiiboul negleci- 
iog the primary work in baud. In vievr of 
all tbe circamstaiioes we are, iberefort, dis- 
posed to regard the capiialalion ol Paris as 
only a queaiion of lime, that is to say, pro. 
vided Prusfin pursues, or is permitted to 
pursue, her avowed policy to the bitter end.

Tula had tjcoo 
goint; un for a month or more, owing tu tha 
uuasaal dronght, till at luit tbs fires had 
almcst reached the sabarha where, on the 
17ib. a day wbiob will not easily be forgotten 
in Ottawa, a violeni wind areas wbiob pre- 
seoiiy placed the oity in tbe most immioeni 
danger. Tbe fire-belli ranK, the shopa ware 
oloied and the whole population poarad ual 
to Iry and atop the oonfligration. At leogih 
the dam .of the Bideao Lakr and Canal was 
oat ihcoDgb in two placea aod abeul two 
ailas of iatermodiate conntry laid nnder 
water, so as 10 effectually proteot tba oity 
on that tide whilst vigorous measnres were 
Daiog taken in other places to oheck ibe 
orogissa of the ii«uea. By these loaans 
Ottawa was saved, bat whole villagsa and 
disiriois have been consumed in (bs neigh-

Before laarlng Ottawa for this, I sent you

pany it and a circular. You will see by tbeiu 
lb»t tbe queilion of the Oyerland Railwrny is

• an be expected, but I am much afraid that In 
Europe the war will have put a atop to all 
my fiasncial negotiatious, and thus cause fresh 
delays. All tbal can be hoped, is, that things 
are going on at looh a rate that tka war will 
be ended before the meeting of tbs Oaaadian 
Parliament in Febraarf) in wbiob casa conG- 
dunce may possibly retam'and tbe money mar- 
kot perhaps beooms somawbat aaaier ; but I 
coafcss 1 hare grant doubt on the suhj'out. Ton 
will obserre in a foot note to the prospectus 
tliat iho possibility of connecting Vancouver 
Iiland with the Mainland is no longer doubt" 
ful. ,Vfr Roabling, tho well kno\7u engineer, 
writes ma, amonfjat others, that tho proposed 
spans, viz., 1000, 2000. and ^200 feat, for the 
BUBpansioa railroad bridges ' are of coiiritu 
practicable ' but bis estimats is very high.
